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General Register of Births, &c., Office, 
Adelaide, March 8, 1880. 
Sir —I have the honor to present a Report of Births, Deaths 
and Marriages registered in the year 1879. 


The number of births was 9,902 (males, 5,013; female, 
4,889); of deaths 3,580 (males, 2,042; females, 1,538); of 
marriages, 2,238. 

The excess of births over deaths is 6,322. 

BIRTHS. 

The high number of births is above any that has been 
registered in any one year, exceeding that of 1878 (which 
had been previously recorded as the highest) by 620. This 
excess is gathered for the most part from three districts— 
Adelaide contributing 336; Frome, 144; Port Adelaide, 
115; the aggregate being 595. Two districts, those of Clare 
and Daly, usually contribute a fair proportion to the annual 
increase of the population, but in this year Clare numbers but 
2 above those of the preceding, and Daly is 38 below. 

The birth-rate to every 1,000 of the population is 38°80; 
a higher rate than that of 1878, which was 38:22. This 
high birth-rate is above that of the last reported birth-rate 
for the whole of England and Wales, which is given as 
86:2; but is under the average of fourteen counties, result- 
ing in 39°8, one of which counties, Durham, has a birth- 
rate of 43:5. 

Sex.—As has hitherto invariably been the result, the births 
of boys are in excess of those of girls. The proportion is 
102°5 boys to every 100 girls. The present proportion differs 
remarkably with that of 1878, which was 107-1 boys to 100 
girls. This last was altogether exceptional, as a reference 
to each of the five years from 1873 shows. ‘The relative 
number of males to 100 females, in each of these years, being 
about 108, 102, 104,101, and 103. In the Fortieth Annual 
Report of the Registrar-General of England, he says—“‘ The 
proportions of the sexes are perhaps regulated by some 
natural law in operation immediately preceding or at some 
early stage of ¢ntra-wterine lite; probably several other causes 
exert their influence, such as the social status and relative 
ages of the parents at marriage. The excessin the births of 
males over those of females, is believed to be greater among 
first-born children than it is among those born afterwards.” 
And further :—“ The excess of boys born prevails not only 
in England, but among all European races.” 

Seasons.—Following the rule, which is almost invariable, 
but two exceptions occurring in the ten years from 1870, the 
highest number of births took place in the third or September 
quarter, when they amounted to 2,686; which is 226 above 
that of 1878; the lowest number was in the first, or March 
quarter, as usually happens. 


DEATHS. 

The registered deaths were 3,580, which is comparatively 
alow number. Those of 1878 were 3,749 ; an excess over 
the present year of 169. 

The annual death-rate to every 1,000 of the population is 
14:03, which compares favorably with that of the preceding 
year—which was 15:44—and is below the average, 15-17, of 
the ten years from 1869. 

Sex.—The deaths of males were 2,042; of females, 1,538 ; 
an excess of the former over the latter of 504. The deaths 
of males to 1,000 of the male population is 15°34; that of 
females to 1,090 of the female population, 12°60. This 
relative proportion approaches nearly to that noticed in 
England, which is 21°8 males to 1,000 males living; and 
19-0 females to 1,000 females living. To every 100 deaths 
of females there were registered 103°2 males.

The speciality in the registrations under the different 
ages in the year has been noticeably favorable to infant 
life. In the place of 1,466 registered in 1868, appear 
1,217, a difference of 249 in favor the present time. The 
rate of every 100 of the whole number of deaths is 34-1 
in the place of 39°1 in the last year. In addition it has to 
be borne in mind, that in this year 620 more infant children 
were added to the population than in the preceding year. 
The number of deaths under one year is 1,214; and pro- 
portionally to the number of births, 9,902, is 122 to every 
1,000. In England in 1877, the proportion was 136 deaths 
of infants to every 1,000 births. 

Seasons.—The highest number of deaths registered in 
any quarter occurred in the first, when they reached 1,042 ; 
the lowest in the third, when the total was 737. In six 
months of the year the deaths ranged from 320 to 374, with 
an average of 345 for each month; in other six from 231 to 
258, with an average of 250. The months attended by the 
greatest fatality were, firstly, May, 374; secondly, April, 371; 
thirdly, December, 368. In this year November has the 
lowest number of deaths. The like has occurred but once in 
the ten years from 1869, namely in 1875. In five of these 
years September is noted for the lowest numbers; in five, 
October. 

Locality.—In several of the districts the registrations of 
deaths differ numerically, very slightly from those of 1878. 
Thus in 1879 and 1878 there were registered in the district 
of Adelaide, 1,476 and 1,481 respectively ; of Strathalbyn, 61 
and 61; of Grey, 102 and 102; of Barossa, 101 and 107; 
of Kapunda, 130 and 134; of Frome, 151 and 157. In 
Port Adelaide there is an increase of 64. <A decrease of 102 
appears in Daly; of 14 in Burra; of 24 in Flinders; of 59 
in Clare; of 30 in Gilbert; in the City of Adelaide the deaths 
were 909, showing a decrease of 36. 

Causes of Death.—-Zymotic diseases. In this class were 
registered 810 deaths. In the order miasmatic diseases, the 
deaths from diarrhcea take precedence, numbering 230; of 
deaths from this cause, 185 were of children under one year 
of age. The fatality of this disease appears mostly in the 
summer months, from January to April. In December the 
highest numbers, 39, were registered; in June, July, August, 
September, and October, the deaths were 8, 4, 4, 4, and 2 
respectively. The deaths from diphtheria were 82, a slight 
increase on those of the previous year. Resulting from 
typhoid fever are 101 deaths, cf which 16 persons under 5 
years of age died; 78 between 10 and 40 years; and 7 at 
45 and above. Deaths from rheumatism, 20, include the 
ages from 10 to 80. Want of breast milk and inanition of 
infancy number 43. 

In constitutional diseases, which number 480, and under 
diathetic diseases, dropsy has ascribed to it 42 deaths; and 
cancer the high number of 65. In tubercular diseases, and 
under phthisis, 271 deaths were registered, It is difficult to 
decide as to the effects of temperance in connection with this 
disease a low number of deaths for any month may be im- 
mediately preceded and followed by months with high 
numbers; the highest number registered in any month was 
in June, 31; the lowest in October, 16.

In diseases of the organs of circulation, deaths from disease 
of the heart were 177; an increase of 10 above those of the 
preceding year. 


In diseases of the respiratory organs the mortality of | 


bronchitis is 145; of pneumonia, 137. In each of the 
months November and December 8 deaths from bronchitis 
occurred ; in July, 18. Common numbers for the months 
are 18, 12, and 16. Pneumonia resulted in a greater fatality 
in this year than in the last, showing an increase of 26. 

In diseases of the digestive organs the deaths from 
enteritis are the most numerous, 45; the next are those 
from disease of the liver, 42. 

In developmental diseases (660 deaths) premature birth, 
numbers 67,and teething,65. Forty-three women died in child- 
birth. To old age are allotted 149 deaths; those of males, 80, 
exceeding those of females, 69, by 11. From atrophy and 
debility 304 persons died, of whom 262 were infants under 
one year of age. Of these last 148 were males, and 114 
females. The most fatal months were January, with 37 
deaths; March, 38; April, 32; May, 36. The lowest 
number registered in any one month is 15, in August. 

In violent deaths the most followed fracture and contusion, 
87. From drowning were 54 deaths, 12 of which were 
those of young people under the age of 10 years. There 
were 18 deaths from burns and scalds, the large proportion 
of 13 being those of children under five years. The number 
of suicides is equal to that of 1878, namely 18. 

Of the total number of deaths, 3,580, nearly one-half
